DICKIE JOSE. 


History or Brno's Sweet Stayer. 


The Far West has sent out into the 


world men that have become famous in 
the political, commercial and financial 
world, and her great work is not yel 
done. 
Talent of every description like 


the "rose that is born to bloom unseen 
and waste ita fragrance on the desert 
air," can be found in the workshops 
and mines of the Pacific slope, but oc- 
casionally long pent np talent will break 
from its moorings and take its place in 
the world. In a blacksmith's shop in 
Reno, Dickie Jose, who has gained 
national reputation as an alto singer, 
hammered out B livelihood for a period 
of six years, but at last the talent he 
possessed attracted attention, and he 
was carried from the forge and anvil to 
the stage. Dick Jose, as he is famil- 
iarly known, the subject of this sketch, 
was born in the western part of Corn- 
wall, England, on June 5tb, 1864, and 
is now 23 years of age. The Jose fam- 
ily were all singers of more than ordi- 
nary ability, his father being the finest 
singer in Cornwall. On his mother's 
side, with the exception of Mrs, Jose, 
there was no vocal talent. 
Mr. Jose 


followed the vocation of a miner, and 
from his labor supported a family of 
nine persons, Dick being the eldest of 
seven children, nil of whom are excel- 
lent singers. 
When a mere child Dick 


displayed the talent that has raised him 
;o his present position, and was always 
willing to join in a song or to sing for 
the amusement of others. 
When be 


was about twelve years old death laid 
its hand upon his father and he was 
called to his long home. Fortunately, 
aowever, a good home was left to his 
mother on whom depended the support 
of her seven children. 
Mr. Jose at the 


;ime of his death, had a brother working 
in the Belcher mine in Gold Hill, who 
offered inducements to young Jose to 
come to America and join him. 
His 


mother at laat consented and little Dick 
tmde farewell to his Cornwall home and 
sailed for the New World. His long 
journey was mude without accident and 
ae found himself in the greatest mining 
camp in the world, thousands of miles 
from the "island washed by the sea." 
SIB uncle at this time, wits in comfort- 
able circumstances and the boy singer 


a good home. Stock speculations, 


after a few months' time, swept away 
lis uncle's fortune, and Dick was cast 
upon the world to work out his owndea- 
Jny, and being a boy in a strange land 
lis task was a hard one,; and not nufre. 
quently did the recollection of his far- 
off home come vividly to memory and 


would wish himself back again to the 


scenes of bis childhood. After drifting 
around Virginia for a while, Dick went 


>o Carson hoping to benefit himself, 
)ut the bright sun of prosperity was 
.gain denied him 
and 
after a few 


months ,that brought nothing but dis- 
couragement, he at last drifted into 
Seno. 
Here he worked as best he 


could for a while, when Mr. Luke, the 
Blacksmith, who was well acquainted 
with Dick when a child in Cornwall, of- 
ered him a home with him and an op- 
>ortunity to learn a trade. This prop- 
osition he readily accepted, and while 
he lives he will never forget his kind 
Benefactor and his estimable wife. 
Mr. 


and Mrs, Luke cared for him as tenderly 
as though he was their own flesh and 
jlood, and his home waa made as oheer- 
ul for him an the one he had left across 
he sea. In his conversation regarding 
his life in America, he always alludes 
o Mr, and Mrs. Luke tenderly, and re- 
gards them both more in the light of 
Barents than friends and they in return 
lave a place iu their hearts for the boy 
hat has made such headway on the 
>tage of life. He remained with Mr. 
Juke for more than six years assisting 
lim in the blacksmith shop. 
While 


iving with Mr. Luke Dick formed the 
acquaintance of Miss Eva Quaiffe and 
iishop Whitnker, both of whom became 
iis friends. To Miss Quaiffe, Dick Jose, 
n a great measure, owes bis success at 
he present time. Miss Quaiffe being an 
excellent vocal teacher, was not long in 
discovering the undeveloped talent pos- 
sessed by him, and quickly determined 
o train the voice that gave so much 
promise. In this she was encouraged 
>y Bishop Whitaker, and the result is 
hat through her instrumentality and 
undness Dick Jose was permitted to 
ay down the sledge hammer and delight 
udiencea all over this broad land with 
na vocal powers. Jose says: "Bat for 
he kindness of Miss Quaiffe I would 
not be able to fill the position I fill to- 
day." 
Bishop Whitaker inculcated in 


Dick those principles of morality that 
lave guided him safely through the 
amptations that surround stage life, 
and the boy in return holds in high ea- 
eem his noble friend. While ia Reno, 
)ick was ever ready to contribute his 
ibare io all the entertainments of a lo- 
nl nature that took place, and by so 
loing established a reputation that soon 
rought him into prominence.

Reed, the famous minstrel, who was 
iver on the lookout for superior talent, 
oon heard of his marvelous voice and 
mmediately 
commenced 
negotiating 


with him to join his troupe in San 
IVaucisco. 
After considering Seed's 


proposition Dick accepted it, and made 


bis first appearance in Son Francisco in 
March, 1886. He remained with Reed 
for about three months when the troupe 
disbanded and he was on the world 
again. Birch & Cotton immediately or- 
ganized a travelicg company and Dick's 
aervices were engaged, 
This troupe 


traveled through Nevada and California, 
and after a short season they also dis- 
banded. At this juncture Mr. W. S. 
Mullaly, who had heard of Jose's repu- 
tation as au alto singer, called Mr. 
Docksladers's attention to the matter, 
and a proposal was made by him to 
Dick to join the company that he was 
then organizing. This proposition was 
accepted without delay and Dick waa 
carried into prominence before he was 
hardly aware of the fact. Mr. Dock- 
stader took kindly to him and treated 
him in every respect as he would have 
treated a boy of his own. His watchful 
care and good advice has done a great 
deal to save the boy from the meshes of 
sin that are strewn along the pathway 
of traveling men, and in many ways haa 
contributed to the welfare of his black- 
smith singer. Mr. Dockstader, iu his 
capacity as manager, has had a varied 
experience, and is ever ready to assist 
those in. his service in any possible 
manner. Dick Joso is indebted to him 
for much of the prominence he enjoys 
to-day, and speaks of his kind manager 
in the most glowing terms. 
If Mr. 


Dockstader should make a western tour 
this coming season, he will find that 
Nevadans can appreciate the kindness 
he has extended to the Reno boy, and 
that crowded houses will greet him 
everywhere in the Sagebrush State. Mr. 
Mullaly, the leader of Dookstader's or- 
chestra, a firm friend of the boy, is 
training him for still better work. 
He 


claims that his voice is susceptible of 
much greater improvement, and that 
when perfection is reached, Dick Joae 
will be the finest male alto singer in the 
world.
